The Star has not had any authorit- 
ative reason from Mr Yeager for the 
step he has taken im relinquishing his 
seat on the governing ody, but we 
are led to believe that in the main his 
reason would ‘appear to be justifiable.

right or resignation. from the oftice 
being in the hands, of the office holder 
cannot be denied; although we again 
repeat it seems.to us a regrettable re- 
signation.

(Experimental Farms Note ) 

Poultry meat has dropped in price 
to such an exent phat its general tse 
should be more ‘seriously considered, 
Viewed from the Weonomic as well as 
the scientific standpoint of nutrition’ 
it is worthy of a higher place and more 
frequent ise in the daily diet than it 
has been accorded. It should be re- 
garded as an ess¢etial part of our diet 
rather than as a luxury. 

| The question of the Value of poultry 
meat for food has been given attention 
by chemists at various times, Results 
of their researches have been publish- 
ed from time to time. Analysés have 
flesh of practically 
all kinds of domestic fowl and these 
furnish a basis for comiparison of poul- 
try meats with other articles of human 
food. A ‘comparison of poultry meat 
with. beef, veal, lamb and pork show. 
that the refuse in poultry fs’ somewhat 
less than in other meéats. Furthermore 
the carcass of fowl can be used as soup 
stock thus, rendering: available a large 
amount of good nourishment which 
would otherwise be lost and which in 
the case of other meats is often dis- 
carded. The amount of water is about 
thee same in poultry as in other meats 
but the amount of indigestible nuttients 
in poultry is small. Summing up these 
differences poultry shows a slightly 
higher proportion — actually available 
for nourishment than other meats. As 
fats furnish more heat per unit weight 
than proteins. or carbohydrates | and 
since poutry meat is somewhat lower 
‘n fat than other meats its fuel value 
is correspondingly less..To state this 
in another way, poultry meat furnish- 
23 more tissue forming but Jess of the 
heat forming elements and it must be 
borne in mind that as a rule the former 
are the more expensive.
